The Ancient Moms Plantation. 

A Quaint Will. 153 Tears Old. 

The Record last week took its 
readers Lack a few decades in Bloom 
field history by publishing some facts 
concermnk' the then only railroad, 
local politics of a generation age, etc. 

Some one has ahked, "How old in tliia 
town,” and ■**'Who was the first to 
settle here?” and , similar inquiries. 

The writer will endeavor to answer. 

We find, in going away back to the 
earliest times, just after the Indians 
for a few trinkets vacated all this part 
of the country* from the ridge of 
Orange Mountain eastward, that this 
particular territory now called Bloom 
field was occupied very, soon after the 
first settlement was made on the 
Lank of the Paaagic, n<*w the city of 
Newark. This fact is established 
bv looking up old papers, chiefly 
those recorded at Pert|i Amboy, 
from which are obtained dates of 
the grants made by the Proprietors of 
the Province of East New/"Jersey. 

The earliest titles were patents is 
sued by the Proprietors 'to sett leys 
for a nominal quit rent. The mpst 
ancient of these, for this locality, ap 
pears to have been granted to Sam¬ 
uel Plum, under date of June BO, 

1679, for a tract of laud at "Watson- 
son Plain,” or, as described in all the 
patents of this vicinity, "on Third 
River” or “the Bend” of the river, or 
on “Second River" as the particular 
locality demanded. So, under date 
of April 27, 1694, Captain John Mor 
ris received a patent for 120 acres, 
and on May 2, 1720, for 59^ acres 
more “on the bend of Third River.' 

“Watsessou” appears to have been’ 
the Indian name of Third River, 
and meant crooked, or elbow like. 

Looking at the map of Bloomfield of 

to-day, it is easy to locate this bend ,1e M 8 /uneralelmrgesshall 
of the river, in about the geographical 
eeuter of the township, taking in the 
Morris Neighborhood. The nauie of 
this locality, in the earliest time, w hen 
farms were first tilled, was the “Mor¬ 
ris Plantation." Later, at about 
1740 or ’45, it took the name of Mor¬ 
ris Mills, Stephen Morris, son of Cap¬ 
tain John Morris, having made use of 
the Third River to run a saw mill 
and a grist mill, the walls of w hich 
are now standing at Bay Avenue and 
Morris Place.

The 
iron ikftfta through the centre are 
turned *nd got ready at the work*, 
being chaued, cetnented ami a 
foundation put on. Boys work in 
paint, one putting uu the centre coat 
of rubbar anti another the outer. tb«*n 
it goes to the trimming lathe, paused 
to the next one «bo puts on the 
washers, from there it goes into the 
mould, the next ona putting on the 
oapa and clamping up the moulda 
Then on to a carriage w hich runs on 
a rail iuto the vulcanizer. Steam is 
turned on and they are cooked until 
properly done. The tiuiahiug touches 
are put on up in the finishing room, 
where the rollers run over lathes that 
make two thousand revolutions ]>er 
minute. 

Hose of all sizes is made iu a heater 
which turns it out in 50 foot lengths 
Every article that can l>e made out of 
rubber can be manufactured here. 
They are now turning their attention 
to the rubber tires for bicylea and 
will add them t« the many articles 
now produced. They have a repair 
shop which is replete with the best 
tools sad machinery, handled by skill¬ 
ful men. The machinery of the Com¬ 
bination Rubber Company is very ex 
tensive and of the most costly kind, 
ter. 

This is only another of the indus 
tries established here which are 
protected by the tariff, and through 
its fostering influences these works 
hevs grown. Their office is in the 
Potter Building in New York- Stan 
ley Grsacen is President of the Com¬ 
pany and Edward Greacen, Treasurer. 
Chas. A. Clark is Superintendent of 
Rubber Works and is a thorough 
master of his business. About fifty 
hands are employed steadily who re¬ 
ceive good wages. The goods manu¬ 
factured by the Company find their 
way over the entire world.

rich foliage 
dark green color, thick and glossy, 
resembling the magnolia; the b&rk is 
smooth, and the fruit a white almond 
eaten by the natives. The natives 
call it the caoutchouc of which there 
are several qualities. 

The Combination Rubber Co* 
whose works are in Bloomfield, was 
established by John Greacen, the 
father of those now iu tbe business. 
He was a very pushing and energetic 
man, giving his time to establishing 
this business, which has such ft reputa¬ 
tion that orders come to them without 
solicitation. 

The Rubber Works are on tha 
banks of the canal just south of Bay 
Avenue. The canal suppliea them 
with water power which keeps their 
powerful machinery in motion aliout 
eleven months in the year. When, 
the water is turned off to clean -the 
canal an engine of 150 horse power 
is brought into use. 

The crude rubber is put into huge 
machines called crackers which take 
the lumps and fiatten’them^ait into 
sheets. Cleanliness is a hpfet im~ 
portanl factor in manufacturing, and 
so these sheets undergo a tery 
thorough cleansing process, after 
which they go up into the drying 
room, which extends the whole length 
of the building. There they hamgl 
up until they are seasoned and ^peif-1 
fectly dry. A large fan keeps up 
free circulation in the drying ream 
and makes a regular Coney Island 
breeze.

oldest deed in town," is dated January 
25, 1695, iu the reign of William the 
Third, by the grace of God,, king," 
etc. Tbe consideration money is an 
annual quitrent of “Six pence sterl 
iug ” The designation of laud, (ex 
cept the salt meadow land, a slice of 
which, it seem*, went with almiist ev¬ 
er)' farm grant in those days,) wus a 
tract of about fifty acres on the east 
side of the Third river, the farm¬ 
house of which was built upon the 
site of what is now the residence of 
Mr. Geo. Thomas on Bay Avenue. 
That was the nucluee of the “Morris 
Plantation.” Upon it and in the iin 
mediate vicinity, from about 1720 the 
three sons of Captain Morris settle. , 
John, Daniel aud Stephen. The 
original owuer of tbe lands lived up¬ 
on a “home lot” of five or six acres in 
what is now the thickly settled part 
of Newark. This fact seems to be 
established by a deed to his son 
Stephen, 1744, wherein for “four hun¬ 
dred pounds, current money," eight 
tracts of land are giveD, the first of 
which is the “home lot whereon I 
now live, iu length teu chains and in 
breadth six chains,” bounded by Jehn 
Ward on the north, Edward Ball on 
the south, and on the east and west 
“by highways.” The other lands are 
twenty-nine acres in the same locality 
and about as many “on the first 
branch of Second river.” Stephen 
Morris, the sou of Captain John Mor¬ 
ris, became his heir and successor, 
and founded the “Merris Mills, of 
which we will give some account in a 
succeeding paper, concluding this one 
with the last will and teetameut of 
John Morris—a very quaint document 
and still in perfect condition.
